We venture the assertion yy none 
of the Territories in the Uni States 
have so little cause of complaint in the 
matter of Federal Judges as Utah; yet 
one unacquainted with the facts who 
would lend a willing ear to the Mor- 
mon press, would think that it had been 
sadly neglected. There has been leas 
absence from posts of duty on the part 
of Utah’s Judges than any other we 
know. In Kansas and Nebraska in 
early days, the continued absence of 
the Federal Judges was a source of an- 
noyance, and the inconvenience to the 
people resulted in complaints both loud 
and long. In Idaho they have also 
been subjected to great expense and 
inconvenience on account of the ab- 
sence of the Judges to hold the terms 
of court as required and provided for 
by law. 

It was also frequent that people 
would complain of the Judges as parti- 
vans, when a decision adverse to the 
interests of such people was rendered. 
In Buchanan’s days the ermine was 
said to be sviled with democracy; now- 
a-days, outside of Utah, it is charged 
that it is tou Radical or tuo Comserva- 
tive, as the case may be! Here, this 
habit of growling at the Judiciary is a 
chronic charge of hostility against the 
Mormon people. We do not undortake 
to say that the ery is unfounded in every 


instance, for we do not know that; but 


we do undertake to say that with those 
judges whom we were and are ac- 
quainted in Utah—seven in number— 
not one has ever evinced any hostility 
against the Mormon people. One of 
them was very subservient to the be- 
hests of the leaders, and very abrupt 
and tyrannical with the people. ‘The 
others have done credit to themselves 
and honor to their positions by hold ng 
the scales of justice even, and being
